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The tuition has been increased to twenty dollars a term. 

The library has been supplemented by the addition of 
two sets of reference works, and several odd volumes, 
about forty in all. We have also had the use of a travel- 
ing library from the State.

New steel tablet arm chairs have been bought for the 
assembly hall. This will do away with the use of the old 
settees for recitation purposes, but the settees will remain 
for use when they are needed. 

A half-time Agriculture teacher has been epee and 
at present two periods per day are given to this work. 
Beginning next September this will be increased to four 
periods per day. Ten boys completed their agriculture 
project last summer. During the fall term the class 
inspected model poultry establishments and were given 
demonstrations of culling, etc. Some farm shop equip- 
ment has been purchased.

; REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Feb; 1822? 


To the Superintending School Committee and. to the 
Citizens of the town of Gray: 


I have the honor to submit by third annual report. 
Conditions in the town schools remain about the same as 
last year. Salaries. have been lowered to meet the town 
appropriation and the teaching staff has been reduced. 
In this way, the committee have been able to come through 
the school year with a small unexpended balance. This 
balance is necessary to take care of the teachers pay roll 
due about the middle of February and which is paid before 
a new appropriation becomes available after the annual 
town meeting. 


TEACHERS 


Several changes have been made in the teaching staff 
this year and are as follows: 

In the Primary school, Ellen Cole was transferred from 
the South Gray school. Since Miss Cole has taught 
several years in town and is a citizen of the town, no 
further mention need be said in regard to her training 
or ability. 

In the Intermediate school, Frances Quint, a graduate 
of Washington State Normal school with four years ex- 
perience was engaged. Mrs. Quint has been doing 
unusally good work and this school has shown progress. 

At the Fields school, J. Winnifred Cobb, a graduate 
of Pennell Institute with one summer at Gorham Normal 


st 


school was engaged. Miss Cobb has given unusally good 
satisfaction. 

At the North Gray school, Ida MacDonald of Wind- 
ham, was engaged. Miss MacDonald is a graduate of 
Windham High School and attended Gorham Normal 
School one year. She is doing fine work. 

At the South Gray school, Doris Humphrey was trans- 
ferred from the East Gray school.. Mrs. Humphrey 
resigned at the end of the fall term and we were for- 
tunate to engage Barbara Hosley of New Gloucester for 
this school. Both Mrs. Humphrey and Mrs. Hosley are 
good teachers and the school work has gone on well. 

At the East Gray school, Velma Segars was trans- 
ferred from the Intermediate school and her work here 
has shown fine results. Mrs. Segars attended the Castine 
Normal school during the summer and has been engaged 
for Rural Helping Teacher. 

At the Dry Mills school, Jessie Spaulding of Bath was 
engaged. Mrs. Spaulding is a graduate of Gorham Nor- 
mal school and we were very fortunate to secure her 
services. Mrs. Spaulding has been working hard and has 
done fine work this year. 

For Music, the committee had to reduce expenses and 
we wete able to engage Theodocia Cleveland of Portland 
for this work. Miss Cleveland is a graduate of Smith 
College and also attended Gorham Normal school during 
the summer of 1928. Miss Cleveland has had unusual 
conditions to work. against and her work has shown a 
decided improvement each week. I sincerely feel that 
we were fortunate to secure her services at our price. 


RURAL HELPING TEACHER 


Very few people seem to understand the work of the 
Rural Helping Teacher. This teacher has-been able to 
help our new teachers a great deal. She has worked with 
them in preparing study programs, assignments, helps, 
tests, classification of textbooks, and grade requirements. 


Tl © 
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She has also taken charge of the savings system. Mrs. 
Segars has been an invaluable aid this year, especially 
during the first week of school when she carried supplies 
and books, and also found the different schools for the 
music teacher. 

It is understood that teachers have all attended summer 
school at some Normal school in order to obtain a teach- 
ing certificate, unless they have attended other schools 
during the year, so | have made no mention of summer 
school attendance in the above table. 

Average salary per year $644.00 not including music. 

Average salary per week $ 17.88 not including music. 

Average experience in years 8.3. 

Music teacher pays her own expenses out of above 
salary. | 


TEACHER MEETINGS 


These have been continued, one union meeting of all 
teachers at Gray, and combined meetings with the New 
Gloucester teachers at Gray and at New Gloucester. We 
have had speakers from outside the school union and from 
the state department of Education. 

Regulations have been made, course of study outlined, 
progress requirements outlined for the different grades, 
questions answered and: discussed. The work done is 
practical, interesting, and has resulted in the different 
grades doing the same work, in the different schools, all 
of which has built up a school system, resulting in better 
schools and better teachers. 

One teachers visiting day has been allowed during the 
year. This gives the teacher a chance to get out and see 
the work that another teacher does and helps her in her 
own work. 


BOOKS: AND SUPPLIES 


No changes have been made in textbooks this year. 
We have replaced books lost, or worn out or those 
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destroyed because of disease. Many books have been 
replaced since they are out of. date. 

At the present time, all schools use the same methods 
in reading, arithmetic, geography, history, spelling and ~ 
English. All grades use the same texts, and general as- 
signments have been made for each grade and for each 
period of time. 

Another year, it will bs necessary to buy physiology 
books, and outline.a course of study for the same. The 
English books will need changing. | 

Library books, bookcases, reading tables, are needed 
at all schools. The right. form of reading and study 
habits are acquired from this general reading. Children 
must have. supplementary. readers in order to acquire 
vocabulary, and study habits. These library books should 
be books for pleasure and enjoyment, and books for train- 
ing and knowledge. 

No changes have been made in supplies. Supplies con- 
sist of paper, pens, pencils, erasers, etc, Electricity is also 
a supply. All schools have electricity except the Fields 
and West Gray schools. It is now available for the Fields | 
school and should be installed this year. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND | REPAIRS 


This year we finished our toilet Sine Ree! ehedile All 
schools now, meet the State sanitary requirements. New 
toilets were built. at the West Gray, and Fields schools. 
These meet the State requirements and are a credit to the 
town... | . | 

Repairs ‘were Bae as, follows: 

West Gray .School., .This was shingled on the. ae 
side. Wall board installed over the plaster holes and. the 
interior painted with cold water paint. A new jacket for 
the stove and néw maps were installed. Another year, 
the other side of the roof will. need shingling and the 
building should be painted on the outside. 
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Fields. School.:. The driveway. to. this. school was 
opened and the dirt used’ for banking the school house. 
The foundation walls were put back in place and cemented. 
Another year, electric lights should be installed, the build- 
ing painted inside and out and new slate. blackboards 
installed... The desks should be. cleaned up and varnished. 
~ South Gray School... This was painted inside; and the 
walls were sheathed where the plaster was off. Another 
year, the building should be painted on the outside. and 
the grounds graded. A: fence should be built. in front of 
the school house and. near the cement’ road in order. to 
keep pupils off the street. This is a dangerous place and 
we have been fortunate that we have not had any accidents. 
New desks are needed. at this school. 

North Gray School. No repairs were made. this year. 
The floor is in: very. bad condition. The stove is located 
in the wrong place.. The window in front. should be 
boarded. up. New desks are needed. . The building needs 
paint every where paint. is ever.used...New wood. has 
never been painted. The putty is off the windows and 
it is hard to keep the glass-in.. One side of the roof: needs 
shingling. The school grounds need. grading. A. big 
rock stands in.the middle of the driveway and I usually 
hit it. when I. drive in. It,is almost: impossible to get. in 
with'a car. Water stands in the ditches most of the ‘time. 

East Gray School... This building is. in’ good. repair 
except for a few minor things... A ‘slate blackboard: is 
needed in the front ‘of the room.. Desks should. be cleaned 
up and. varnished. The building needs paint both. inside 
and out..'’The teacher needs a desk not a ‘table. This 
year, a new stove and jacket for the same has been pur- 
chased and installed. At her own expense, the teacher 
has had constructed a stand for the clothes and rubbers 
and this is on castors so that it can be rolled near the 
stove on stormy days. ..Such.a stand should be built for 
all the schools tyjjrfeer yp frses HY apy? ar 

Dry Mills School:. This building needs a new floor, 
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new desks, new doors, new paint inside and out, and the 
roof shingled on one side. A fence is needed between 
the school house and the state road. Another Seesine 
place. There is no driveway. 

Laboratory School. The town should provide a place 
satisfactory for this school. This building was never 
constructed for such a purpose and the Institute needs it 
for the purpose for which it was built. Light comes in 
from all three sides and makes a glare. There are no 
facilities for fuel, for playground, no toilets, and not half 
enough room. We have an average enrollment of over 
30 pupils an dthe building was built for about 20 pupils 
doing laboratory work. Water comes into the building 
but no facilities are provided for drinking, except the old 
jug and cups. On stormy days it is impossible to dry 
the clothes. There is no chance to wash after recess. ~ 

Primary and Intermediate Schools. Here we find no 
playground except a mud hole, and no where near enough 
room for 100 pupils to play together. In the Spring it 
has been impossible for children to get to the school 
building unless they were carried. One needs a boat on - 
a rainy day, although cars do pretty well. This building 
needs paint inside and out. It also needs a place where 
children can play on rainy days. Such a place could be 
fixed up in one side of the basement if the wood was 
stacked on the other side. Many minor repairs are needed 
on the outside and inside. 

In every school house in town, the same chance for 
one to wash and dry his hands is needed just as much as 
it is needed at home. Something should be done. Also 
the same chance for one to be able.to dry his clothes on 
rainy days. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


You will notice after you study the figures that teach- 
ers salaries have been greatly reduced. Only fortunate 
conditions have enabled the committee to find satisfactory 
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teachers at this rate. These home teachers are not going 
to be available year after year. We lost some last. year 
and we will lose some more this year. Our new teachers 
who. have come to us at this low rate will expect an in- 
crease if they are retained and if we do not meet the same 
will be able to get it elsewhere. It seems to the committee 
and to the superintendent that the town of Gray must pay 
teachers at the same rate that similiar teachers get in the 
nearby towns of New Gloucester, Raymond, Poland, 
Windham, Cumberland and North Yarmouth. A careful 
study of figures from these towns show that the prevailing 
rate in Gray is somewhat lower than the prevailing rate 
in these other towns. If we do not pay at the same rate, 
we shall get inferior teachers and we are fast drifting 
that way. : 

The committee, after making a careful study of school 
figures, submit the following budget for the next year 
and hope that the town citizens will.study it well. The 
amount of money provided for the schools determines the 
type of schools that the town wants. The committee and 
superintendent will be very glad to provide the same.
